Once upon a time in the dim and 
distant past, when I was eighteen, I 
wrote a story and sent it to The 
Young Churchman. After several 
weeks it was returned to nie, with a 
fatherly letter from the editor in 
which he regretted that he was unable 
to use it, because, “while it was of un- 
doubted merit, it lacked serial value.” 
Ihave since reached the conelusion 
that a story possesing serial value is 
one in which the chapters, like Sam 
Weller’s valentine, pull up sudden so 
you wish there was more. Taking 
this as a standard, I feel sure that 
even the editor of The Young Church- 
man would commend what I wrote 
this morning. The credit is wholly 
due to Mrs. Mills, however, for she 
called me to dinner just at the psy- 
chological moment.

Ordinary Rifle 
’ The British War Office has recently 
been” testing a remarkable machine 
gun which is so light that it can 
easily be carried by one man slung 
oyer his shoulder in much the same 
way as an ordinary rifle: This wea- 
pon is capable of firing from 400 to 
700 rounds per minute according to 
the strength of the spring used.

Cash Value of Prairie Trees 


Add Greatly to the Value of the
